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The Alumni Department visited several 
graduates of Needham High School to find 
out what they remembered and liked most 
about their school days. What do you think 
you'll remember about our school five or ten 
years from now? 


Dr. Charles Donahue, Class of 1925, ad- 
vises all high school students to take the 
college course whether or not they plan to 
attend college. This Class of 1925 was the 
first class to graduate from the building 
which is now the Junior High School. There 
were 60 members of the class. At that time 
there were football and baseball teams. The 
basketball team did not play other schools 
and the hockey team wasn’t recognized by 
the school. The most outstanding thing 
Dr. Donahue remembers of Needham High 
School is “Jack’’ Frost. 


Miss Betty Moore, Class of ’36, who now 
attends Emerson College, remembers, in 
particular, Miss Fessenden (Math. being 
her favorite subject), and she admires the 
way the Commencement exercises are car- 
ried out. Miss Moore believes that Speech 
Arts and Dramatic Clubs should be impor- 
tant as an extra school activity. Her favorite 
activity was the annual Gym Meet. 


Miss Kenney, Class of ’30, who is now a 
teacher in our high school, recalled her 
school days as a student at Needham High 
School. What impressed her most was the 
spirit of friendliness between the teachers 


and the students. She said that this was 
helpful in getting ahead in school. She ad- 
mired the way all students took part in 
various activities and seemed to enjoy work- 
ing together. Miss Kenney suggests that 
students do assigned work each night, and 
who knows,—one of us may be President! 


Miss Cowdrey, Class of 1928, says the 
things she remembers most about Needham 
High School is Miss Churchill’s English 
class and Mr. Frost’s history class. 


Professor Morris, Professor of Sociology, 
College of Liberal Arts at Boston Univers- 
ity, remembers his former teachers: Miss 
Karnan, who taught German and is now 
teaching in the California School for the 
Blind; Mr. Hutchinson, former principal; 
and Byron C. Merry who succeeded him.

There were then about 165 pupils 
in the school. Professor Morris believes 
that every student in high school should 
learn to make the most of himself and pre- 
pare for future needs.
